E. E . Bi^by returned this morn­

of R a ilw a y Postal Clerks, 
The division includes Missouri, 
Colorado, Kansas and N e w M ex­ 
ico and in it are nearly 800 clerks. 
O nly one-half of this number be­ 
long to the association, but new 
members 
are 
being 
added 
each 


month. 
The 
convention 
consisted 
of 
about sixty members from all the 
division points of the district. 
Part of the discussion yesterday 
pertained to devising the best plan 
to help pending legislation bene­ 
ficial 
to 
the 
clerks, 
and 
that 
which had to do with the new 
classification. 
A t present 
the 
clerks receive 
$900, $1,000, $1,300 and $1,500 
annually, according to the scale de­ 
vised in 1873. 
The legislation they 
want adds $200 annually to the 
salary in each classification. 
One of the chief topics of dis­ 
cussion yesterday was the system 
of insurance now in operation in 
the 
association. 
The 
payments 


will be light. 
It is the intention of the division 
to lay the scheme before the na­ 
tional convention and endeavor to 
gain its adoption by all the
